Flashbulbs flared alongside 
tempers last week at Sacramento 
State, where the leading candi- 
dates in California’s recall elec- 
tion race debated in the Universi- 
ty Union Ballroom Sept. 24. 

In front of an international tel- 
evision audience and a capacity 
crowd exceeding 500 people, Re- 
publican’Amold Schwarzenegger 
and Independent Arianna Huffin- 
gton shared a series of fiery ex- 
changes. 

And as Huffington delivered 
one of her answers, neither candi- 
date was afraid to get personal. 

“This is the way you treat 
women, we know that,” Huffing- 
ton said, speaking over 
Schwarzenegger’s interjections. 

“T have a perfect part for you in 
my movie, “Terminator 4,’” 
Schwarzenegger responded. 

Huffington later addressed 
Schwarzenegger’s remark as a ref- 
erence to a fight sequence in his 
film ‘Terminator 3,” in which his 
character plunges a woman’s head 
into a toilet bowl. 

“T have never, in the hundreds 
of debates I’ve participated in, 
been treated the way Arnold 
Schwarzenegger treated me 
tonight,” Huffington said in a press 
conference following the debate.

Placer Co. 
extension 


on hold

The proposed 250 acre extension of Sacra- 
mento State in Placer County is on hold, but is not 
forgotten: 

Classes for the new facility were scheduled 
to begin in fall semester of 2006, but with the re- 
cent state budget problems that date could be 
pushed back further. 

In February real estate developer Eli Broad do- 
nated 250 acres of land to Sac State in hopes of 
building an extension of the university in south 
Placer County. University President Alexander 
Gonzalez said he still wants to go through with the 
project but said it is still conceptual. 

“We are very interested in this and are commit- 
ted to it but it’s still in the conceptual stages,” 
Gonzalez said. 

The proposed Sac State satellite campus in 
Placer County would offer upper division and 
graduate classes. Most likely they would be in the 
computer and-information science fields. 

The proposed campus expansion is not de- 
tailed in the Sac State master plan for construction. 
Such projects in that plan are Parking Structure III 
and Modoc Hall. 

The California legislature told the California 
State University Board of Trustees in late summer 
that growth in the CSU had to be reduced this 
school year to 4.3 percent versus the usual 7 per- 
cent. Next year no growth will be allotted in the 
state budget. 

Despite the fiscal problems with the state and 
the student fee increases Sac State is still interest-

mits to students who share a ride to cam- 
pus everyday. 

UTAPS defines a carpool as a vehi- 
cle consisting of two or more persons, 
who must arrive together. 





Student carpool permits can be ob- 
tained by an application process through 
the UTAPS office in Folley Hall and 
purchased at the Student Financial Ser- 
vice Center. 

After qualifying, students can ex- 
change their regular parking permit for a 
carpool permit at no extra cost or pur- 
chase the pass for the student fee of $108. 

A student can receive a citation if 
they park in carpool spaces without a 
carpool permit or if they do not qualify 
as an official carpool. 

“There is usually someone in a car

It is not often that a student will 
voluntarily take on more responsi- 
bility. 

Associated Students, Inc. Vice 
President of University Affairs 
Joshua Wood will attempt today 
to do just that. 

Wood has written a resolution 
adding two responsibilities to his 
job description in ASI’s operating 
rules. The ASI board of directors 
will vote on the matter during its 
meeting today at 1:30 p.m. in the 
Foothill Suite. 

The provisions that Wood will 
attempt to add make Wood respon- 
sible for meeting all committee ap- 
pointees to gather information 
about student issues. Wood is cur- 
rently responsible only to assign 
student volunteers to these com- 
mittees. 

Another addition to the bylaws 
would make Wood responsible 
for coordinating informational 
presentations regarding ASI to 
the university and the campus 
community. 

Thirteen other resolutions will 
also be addressed by the board 
today, including four pieces of 
legislation that were not dis- 
cussed as planned at the last ASI 
board meeting Sept. 17. 

The Sept. 17 meeting was cut 
off at 3:45 p.m. following over 
two hours of discussion on var- 
ious matters, including the Stu- 
dent Health Insurance Plan and 
the appointment of Kristen Daw- 
idczik as the second graduate di- 
rector for ASI. 

The unfinished business in- 
cludes Wood’s recommendations 
for the university committees, 
as well as legislation establishing 
a homecoming committee, an 
ASI proclamation of Hispanic 
Heritage Month and a resolution 
to establish California Native 
American Day at Sacramento 
State.

the 27 resolutions up for vote so far 
this semester. 

Wood has also authored legis- 
lation up for vote this week that 
would urge university administra- 
tion to neither solicit nor accept 
any tobacco-related funding or 
sponsorship. 

Former Sac State President 
Donald Gerth enacted a more strin- 
gent outdoor smoking policy on 
campus last spring, while the 
CSUS Foundation banned the sale 
of tobacco products on campus. 

If passed, the resolution would 
be sent to Sac State President 
Alexander Gonzalez and to the 
Faculty Senate for review. 

Director of Health and Human 
Services Alexis Clemons will at- 
tempt to pass legislation requiring 
all ASI board members to attend 
one student-managed program 
event each semester. 

Among the student-managed 


programs are student radio station 
KSSU, Safe Rides, Green Thunder, 
the Student Access Center and the 
Sting Team. 

The legislation would take ef- 
fect this spring. 

Ousted College of Business di- 
rector Scott Armstrong will be ap- 
pointed as the Executive Vice Pres- 
ident designee to the ASI Finance 
and Budget Committee, barring a 
majority vote against the appoint- 
ment. 

Armstrong was initially elected 
to the board last spring, but was 
found to be ineligible. Moses Nju- 
ki was appointed to the post in 
September. 

Executive Vice President Julio 
Velazquez will also make several 
commitee appointments, provid- 
ed majority board approval. 

Jordan Aquino will be named 
chair of the Internal Affairs com- 
mittee. Aquino served as the In- 


ternal Affairs chief last year and 
ran for the VP of University Af- 
fairs position last spring. 

Students Javier Alvarez, Jesus 
Andrade, Gloria Pantoja, Rebecca 
Clark, Francisco Tostado and Eri- 
ca Yanez will be named to serve on 
the Finance and Budget committee, 
which reviews fiscal-related reso- 
lutions and club grants. 

On top of the decision to create 
a homecoming committee, 
Clemons will present a resolution 
that would give $500 to the contest 
to decide the Homecoming King 
and Queen. Wood is sponsoring 
the resolution. 

All students, faculty and staff 
are welcome to attend the meet- 
ing. 

There is a 30-minute period at 
the beginning of the meeting 
scheduled to allow the public to 
comment on matters within the 
board’s jurisdiction.

Anti-tobacco group Students Tak- 
ing Action Against Nicotine Depen- 
dence will rally in opposition of to- 
bacco company Philip-Morris, Inc.’s 
participation in Sacramento State’s 
Career Fair Thursday.

Faculty union president 
seeks budget disclosure 


California Faculty Association 
President John Travis spoke Mon- 
day regarding campus administra- 
tion budget disclosure. 

“We want to make sure their feet 
are held to the fire,” Travis said to 
reporters during a conference call. 

Travis referred in large part to 
supplemental report language tacked 
on to the California State University 
budget to protect instruction. 

The SRL requests that campuses 
in the CSU make budget cuts with the 
least amount of impact on the offer- 
ing of classes. Travis explicitly men- 
tioned these cuts as ones affecting 
class instruction, library services and 


student services. 

Travis said that the CFA is now in 
the information-gathering phase of 
reviewing campus budgets. He 
specifically mentioned the adminis- 
trations of Cal State-hayward and 
Cal State-Los Angeles as being less 
than forthcoming with their budgets. 

The CFA has asked students and 
faculty to report.cases in which they 
feel campus administration has not 
followed the SRL. 

Travis said the CFA would to try 
to resolve the problem with the cam- 
pus and would inform CSU. Chan- 
cellor Charles B. Reed of the prob- 
lem.

There are the occasional instances where 
a student may think that their degree is in the 
mail, but upon its arrival, a letter from the 
department office states that there are still 
one or two requirements not met. 

Everyone has to have a degree evaluation 
done before receiving permission to graduate 
according to Sacramento State graduation 
guidelines. 

Students check and recheck their evalua- 
tion to make sure that everything is in order so 
there are no surprises when graduation day ar- 
rives. 

No records of the number of students af- 
fected by these requirement flukes have been 
recorded, but it is something to be consid- 
ered in the future, said Sutee Sujitparapitaya, 
director of institutional research at Sac State. 

The graduation rate of students has gone up 
over the past five years, said Degree Evalua- 
tion Coordinator Vivian Llamas-Green. 


There used to be a large number of students 
having the problem of not graduating when 
they are supposed to. 

In the past, two-thirds of the schools stu- 
dents did not receive their degrees because of 
missing requirements. 

This statistic has seen a tremendous turn- 
around since 1998. Nearly 88 percent of 
graduating students are receiving their de- 
grees and are not running into any problems 
not meeting graduation requirements, Llamas- 
Green said. 

Some of the reasons the percent of stu- 
dents graduating has increased so much are 
from some new pre-graduation steps that Lla- 
mas-Green implemented in the spring semes- 
ter of 2002. 

Students have to apply for graduation near- 
ly one year prior to their scheduled graduation 
date. 

Those who are scheduled to graduate this 
fall had to apply by early November of 2002. 
Hours that evaluators are available have been 
extended so that students are able to receive 


more advising, as well. 

Llamas-Green said she thinks that during 
the time when students were running into 
problems graduating, they were being misad- 
vised by academic advisors or department 
advisors. 

Students may have been reading their de- 
gree evaluations improperly and not asking the 
right questions in regards to graduation re- 
quirements. 

The problems of meeting graduation re- 
quirements on time are being solved as the 
number of students graduating on time in- 
creases. 

As long as students meet with department 
and academic advisors prior to graduation 
and review and follow their degree audit, then 
they’re more likely to graduate when they 
expect to, Llamas-Green said. 

Students who have questions about their 
audits should seek advising from the degree 
evaluations office. 

May 1 and Nov. 1 are the deadlines for fil- 
ing for graduation.

government may face 
lawsuit over Prop. 54

(U-WIRE) LOS ANGELES - 
Due in part to the large impact that 
California Proposition 54 — a 
measure that would ban the state 
from collecting race-based data — 
could have in education and re- 
search, many of the state’s student 
leaders are putting in endless hours 
of energy, effort and sometimes 
money to advocate against the 
measure. 

Though the hours of energy and 
effort put in may not be objected to, 
some question whether this is a vi- 
olation of the University of Cali- 
fornia system’s policy on student 
officials spending student fees for 
political campaigns. 

Recent reports from the Univer- 
sity of Califomia at Berkeley’s cam- 
pus newspaper state that the 
school’s graduate and undergradu- 
ate student governments’ earmark- 
ing of $35,000 for a “No on Prop 
54” campaign directly violates UC 
guidelines and is now in danger of 
a lawsuit. 

According to UC guidelines and 
state law, university resources may 
not be used to make contributions 
for campaign purposes. 

“(Student government] is an of- 
ficial UC unit that operates under 
the same guidelines as the UC,” 
said UC spokesman Hanan Eisen- 
man. 

But Anu Joshi, vice president 
of external affairs on Berkeley’s 
undergraduate student government, 
said these guidelines might not ap- 
ply to the school’s situation. 

The money was allocated to a 
registered student group in associ- 
ation with student government of- 
fices, Joshi said. According to up- 
dated UC guidelines, all student 
groups registered with the universi- 
ty can receive student government 
funding on.a viewpoint-neutral ba- 
sis. 


The guidelines were updated af- 
ter the U.S. Supreme Court ruled in 
Southworth v. University of Wis- 
consin that the university could not 
give or deny funding to organiza- 
tions based solely on their view. 

Whatever the case, Berkeley of- 
ficials are looking into the situation 
and no money has or will be spent 
on the campaign until administra- 
tion approval is granted, said Berke- 
ley spokeswoman Janet Gilmore. 

At the University of California 
at Los Angeles, no money by the 
student government has yet been 
spent on the “No on Prop 54” cam- 
paign, though Matt Kaczmarek, ex- 
ternal vice president of the Under- 
graduate Students Association 
Council, said he was in the process 
of planning out a budget. 

At the USAC general meeting 
Tuesday night, the council approved 
$400 to the Asian Pacific Coalition 
to spend on a “day of action” on 
Oct. 1 to advocate against the 
proposition. 

Though student groups can use 
the money to advocate, council 
members will be more careful in 
their actions regarding the meas- 
ure in the upcoming days. 

The recent controversy will 
hamper some efforts of educating 
students about the measure, Kacz- 
marek said. 

But Joshi said she still believes 
lobbying activities may be funded 
by student funds on student-related 
matters. 

Student leaders from UCLA 
have been advocating against the 
measure using resources from 
Berkeley, Kaczmarek said. All the 
flyers and buttons on the UCLA 
campus were obtained from the 
Berkeley campus. 

Though USAC individual of- 
fices have yet to use student fees on 
the political campaign, the coun- 
cil’s bylaws do not explicitly pro- 
hibit the use of mandatory fees on 
political groups or causes.

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Verdict in vehicular 
manslaughter case 
expected this week

As the two year anniversary of 
the death of Sacramento State stu- 
dent Jesse Snow approaches, de- 
liberations are still underway in a 
Sacramento court regarding 22- 
year-old Stephen Head’s involve- 
ment in Snow’s death. 

Snow, 20, died on Oct. 25, 2001 
in a car accident on Howe Avenue. 
Snow and Head had been drinking 
at Chevy’s Restaurant before they 
got in a car and sped down Howe 
Avenue at 90 miles per hour. 

The driver of the vehicle, Head, 
lost control of the vehicle and hit a 
tree. The accident left Snow with a 
snapped spinal chord and severe 
internal bleeding. 

He died later that night at UC 
Davis Medical Center. 

Prosecutor Michael Blazina said 
Head is being charged with vehic- 
ular manslaughter while being in- 
toxicated and driving under the in- 
fluence causing bodily injury. 

The criminal trial for Head start- 
ed in August and concluded Sept. 
16. The jury began deliberations 
two days after the trial had closing 
statements and resumed on Mon- 
day. 

They have yet to reach a ver- 
dict, although one is expected this 
week. Blazina said that in the event 
of a hung jury a mistrial would be 
declared, followed by an evalua- 
tion by the District Attorney to de- 
termine the next step towards a re- 
trial. 

If Head is found guilty he could 
face up to nine years in prison. 

The case against Head is one of 
two cases involving the death of 
Snow. The first, settled in January, 
resulted in Chevy’s giving Sac State 
$50,000 which will be used to raise 
alcohol awareness on campus. 

Snow’s mother, Patricia, has 
been working closely with Alco- 
holic Advisory Council member 
Heather Dunn Carlton since the set-

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tlement of the suit against Chevy’s 
to ensure that the money is used 
properly. 

Since January, the Jesse Snow 
Memorial Fund has been estab- 
lished to aid those organizations on 
campus in need of financial assis- 
tance for programs to raise student 
awareness about drinking responsi- 
bly. 

One campus organization which 
has benefited from the settlement is 
the Safe Rides program. 

Safe Rides is a free service that 
picks up intoxicated students and 
takes them home. It operates Thurs- 
day through Sunday. 

Ms. Snow has also been work- 
ing with the D.A. and the Califor- 
nia Highway Patrol to get what is 
left of the wreckage from the crash 
donated to Sac State. It is her hope 
that the debris be used as part of a 
display informing students about 
the dangers of drinking and driving. 

“Hopefully if we can have pic- 
tures of the crash site and of Jesse 
with what’s left of the car,’ Ms. 
Snow said. 

There are no plans for a memo- 
rial service to honor the two year 
anniversary of Snow’s death, but 
Ms. Snow is trying to team-up with 
the Doubletree Hotel, where he 
worked part time, to have a bench 
dedicated at the site of the crash. 

The Snow family plans to spend 
the anniversary of their only son’s 
death at his grave in a Napa ceme- 
tery. 

“Sac State means a lot to me 
because Jesse chose it,” Ms. Snow. 
“Tt,will always hold a special place 
in my heart.”

would prohibit state government 
from gathering and classifying stu- 
dent records on the basis of race. 

“Tt doesn’t matter what race you 
are,” said McClintock, who sup- 
ports the ballot measure. “Govern- 
ment should treat everyone exactly 
the same. 

“When you talk about disad- 
vantage, it’s the disadvantage itself 
that we should be correcting and 
compensating for.” 

But Camejo replied that correct- 
ing disadvantages among students 
is impossible unless the govern- 
ment can learn more about those it 
needs to help. 

“Prop 54 is a very dangerous 
bill because it leads people to think 
that our problems are behind.us,” 
Camejo said. “They’re far from be- 
hind us, and we still have enormous 
problems to solve in our society.” 

Democratic Lt. Gov. Cruz Bus- 
tamante rounded out the debate 
field, engaging Huffington in an 
argument about how to roll back 
fee increases at the state’s commu- 
nity colleges. 

Last week’s debate was the only 
such event Schwarzenegger has 
agreed to attend before the Oct. 7 re- 
call election. 

His participation contributed to 
a feverish level of anticipation that 
brought hoards of local, national 
and international media crews to 
Sac State. 

Former “Saturday Night Live” 
star Dennis Miller, who was on 
hand to support Schwarzenegger, 
was pleased with his candidate’s 
showing against Huffington. 

“T don’t like my discourse that 
shrill, so I didn’t particularly like 
what was coming from (Huffing- 
ton’s) end of the table,” Miller said. 

But Associated Students, Inc. 


President Peter Ucovich,'Who'also +. 


attended the debate, said his score- 
card reflected things differently. 

“Arianna ran away with the 
show,” he said. “Cruz Bustamante 
also said some great things about 
the need to return to higher educa- 
tion.” 

Debate moderator Stan Statham 
implored calm early in the debate, 
admonishing against candidates’ 
interruptions and sporadic audience 
applause. 

“Six or seven minutes into the 
debate, I thought to myself, ‘How 
the hell am I going to gain control 
of this?’” Statham said after the 
event. “It served a very good pur- 
pose, because even though there 
were a lot of verbal fisticuffs, there 
was a lot of public policy dis- 
cussed.” 

The political fireworks weren’t 
limited to the debate stage. Protests, 
rallies and other recall candidates’ 
campaigns dominated campus for 
most of the afternoon. 

Members of the university’s 
Campus Peace Action helped 
mount a “No on Prop 54” rally in 
the library quad, which led to a 
march through the University 
Union in protest of the initiative. 

In Serna Plaza, outside the Uni-

versity Union, activists supporting 
Arnold Schwarzenegger began a 
loud series of chants shortly before 
the popular film actor arrived at 
Sac State. 

Across the walkway from the 
vocal Republican contingent, an- 
other crowd gathered to protest the 
recall. 

“We’re here to challenge the 
candidates to a debate and ask some 
real questions about public educa- 
tion,” said K.C. Boylan, a faculty 
member at Folsom Lake Commu- 
nity College. 


Meanwhile, several other recall 


candidates meandered outside the 
Union, talking with students about 
their lesser-known campaigns. 

“California is a plutocracy, 
which is a government for the rich, 
and I want to put an end to that,” 
said 27-year-old Georgy Russell, a 
Bay Area software engineer who 
was trailed by a documentary film- 
maker chronicling California’s re- 
call election. 

Elsewhere in Serna Plaza, junior 
Leonard Low waited patiently to 
spot the debate participants as they 
arrived. 

Low, who stood by in a baseball 
cap and T-shirt promoting 
Schwarzenegger’s “Terminator” 
films, said he attained both Huffin- 
gton’s and McClintock’s autographs 
as the candidates emerged form the 
debate. 

The charged atmosphere also 
took its toll on some in the cam- 
pus community. 

“Tt took me an extra 40 minutes 
to park today,” said psychology ma- 
jor Jess Whalen, a senior. “I have a 
midterm tomorrow and there hasn’t 
been a quiet place to study.”

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liberal candidates did a better job. 

“(Peter) Camejo was the most 
emotional,’ said junior Omar Bar- 
ragan. “Cruz (Bustamante) was the 
most professional because he was 
calm and collected and didn’t inter- 
rupt like Arnold did.” 

There were mixed feelings 
among the debate viewers concern- 
ing Arnold Schwarzenegger’s com- 
ments to Arianna Huffington. 

“Arnold’s one-liners are going 
to cost him,” said Gina Keel, pro- 
fessor of California Politics at Sac 
State. 

“For Arnold to seal up the elec- 
tion he needed to come out and 
clear up everything,” said a student 
in the crowd of Mariposa Hall. 
“Tonight he didn’t do that.” 

Junior Bridget Nolan felt that 
McClintock carried himself better 
than the Hollywood actor. 

“McClintock said what he stood 
for,” Nolan said. “Arnold just said 
sound bites.” 

In Alpine Hall, government pro- 
fessor John Syer led another discus- 
sion, where roughly one-third of 
the viewers felt that Gov. Gray 
Davis will survive the recall. 

“This tumed into a brawl among 
the Hollywood candidates,” said 
government professor Kim Nalder. 
“Cruz got pulled into it and I think 
that might turn people towards 
Davis.”

Uninvited candidate 
makes voice heard

There were no rows of televi- 
sion cameras. There were no chant- 
ing protestors outside. Only a few 
reporters gathered around to hear 
him. 

But governor candidate Garrett 
Gruener’s ideas on how he would 
fix California were transmitted over 
the Internet Sept. 24 to viewers at 
his campaign site. 

From Sacramento State’s Alum- 
ni Center, roughly a quarter mile 
away from what he called the “‘oth- 
er’ debate on campus, Gruener re- 
sponded to the same issues ad- 
dressed by the five candidates who 
qualified to attend Wednesday’s re- 
call debate. 

Several California newspapers 
have referred to him as an outsider 
with a real shot at the governor’s 
seat. Gruener is a venture capitalist 
best known for founding the Web 
site www.AskJeeves.com 

“It’s going to take someone 
who’s an outsider to say the repub- 
licans have to give and the democ- 
rats have to give,” he said. 

His primary platform is the revi- 
talization of education with an em- 
phasis on growth. 

“The foundation of an innova- 
tion economy is education,” he said. 

Part of his plan for education is 
to supply seventh through 12th 
grades with laptops and software 


to make teaching more efficient, he 
said. , 

On higher education, he said he 
was not informed enough to com- 
ment on the California State Univer- 
sity system, but said that it was im- 
portant to his plans for growth. 

His ideas for growth rely on ed- 
ucation but also on creating jobs. 
California’s job growth depends on 
outsiders, he said, who “‘come from 
someplace else to succeed in Cali- 
fornia.” 

He also said that he was the only 
candidate with the experience of 
creating jobs. He created 300 jobs 
at Ask Jeeves, he said. 

_ On the issue of immigrant work- 
ers, Gruener proposed a guest work- 
er program as a way to legally allow 
them to work in California. “The 
economy depends on these folks 
taking jobs Californians don’t 
want,” he said. 

He also backed the recently ap- 
proved bill allowing immigrants to 
be issued driver’s licenses. Licens- 
ing is necessary for immigrants to 
get to their jobs and to ensure their 
ability to drive, he said. 

His response to the vehicle li- 
cense fee increase is to use the tax 
as an incentive for more fuel-effi- 
cient vehicles. 

“Arnold is going to pay a lot 
more for his Hummer,” he said. 

While he criticized his oppo- 
nents for not specifically laying out 
budget plans, Gruener claims that 
his plan adds up. 

California’s $8 billion deficit is 


solved, he said, by returning ex- 
penditures to a 1999 level, with the 
exception of education. 

The remaining $5 billion would 
be raised by increasing taxes by 11 
percent for the wealthiest Californi- 
ans. 

Protesters around campus shout- 
ed out against Proposition 54, the 
initiative also on the recall ballot 
that would halt the state’s classifica- 
tion of race, ethnicity or national 
origin. Gruener also rejected the 
Anitiative. 

“To say let’s stop collecting in- 
formation that will let us see how 
we are doing — that’s an argument 
for ignorance,” he said. 

He said his Internet-driven cam- 
paign has given people more infor- 
mation than the 30 to 60 second 
political commercials other candi- 
dates have used. 

He urged viewers of the web- 
cast to e-mail everyone in their ad- 
dress books about his campaign 
site, www.ge4g.com. 

“The people chose who is in the 
debate depending on notoriety pri- 
or to the campaign. That’s insane if 
what we’re trying to do is bring 
fresh voices,” he said after the we- 
beast. 

Though he advocates a no vote 
on the recall, he said he sees the re- 
call election process and his Inter- 
net campaign as a way to start a di- 
alog with the people of California. 

“If we seize the moment, we 
can drive a compromise that will 
get our state running again,” he said. 
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The five recall candidates and moderator Stan Statham sit in front of a crowd more than 500 invitees at 
the recall debate at Sacramento State Sept. 24. 


Students analyze debate 
for communications class

Communication studies students 
used the recall debate to analyze 
how articulate the candidates were 
in their arguments. 

Dr. Christine Miller of the de- 
partment of communication studies 
secured more than 20 tickets to the 
debate for her undergraduate Ar- 
gumentation class. 

Miller’s graduate Rhetorical 
Criticism class watched from the 
nearby Hinde Auditorium. 

The students are doing a semes- 
ter long project on the recall elec- 
tion. 

Miller used the debate to give 
her students the experience of ana- 
lyzing communication and discus- 
sion on a higher level. They looked 
for how effectively the politicians 
persuaded the audience and how 
legitimate their arguments were. 

Miller said she felt the winner of 
the debate was Gov. Gray Davis 
because of the way the candidates 
lacked articulation of what voters 
want and the sniping between the 
candidates worked in Davis’ favor. 

Communication graduate stu- 
dents of the Rhetorical Criticism 
class watched the debate from an 


analytical viewpoint. 

Communications graduate stu- 
dent Becky LaVally did not feel the 
debate benefited Davis. 

“Tt was not necessarily a night 
for Gray Davis because he was not 
represented,” LaVally said. “His 
only voice was Cruz Bustamente 
and he never once said vote no for 
the recall. That was a loss to Gray 
Davis.” 

Sandra Wheeler a graduate stu- 
dent of communications favored 
Green Party candidate Arianna 
Huffington as a result of the watch- 
ing the debate. 

“From a feminist perspective 
she made a good impression,” 
Wheeler said. 

Huffington also brought a differ- 
ent perspective to the debate bring- 
ing up other issues, she said. 

“There is a need for multiple 


-voices, a need to go outside the 


agenda,” Wheeler said. “She took 
state issues to a national level.” 

Assistant professor in communi- 
cations Mark Williams said the re- 
call has created a turbulent situa- 
tion, but the debate helped form his 
opinions on the candidates. 

“Arnold and Arianna are strong 
likeable folks,” Williams said. 
“They are the two I’d most like to 


have over for dinner.” 

Williams said they brought up 
the most interesting matters. 

“The others were too predictable 
in their answers,” Williams said. 

Professor Steve Swatt’s political 
communication class was filmed 
on television by KCRA and was 
interviewed on what they thought of 
the debate. 

When interviewed, communi- 
cations student Daniel Lopez was 
asked if his mind had been changed 
on any of the candidates as a result 
of their performance in the debate. 

“T went in liking Schwarzeneg- 
ger and Bustamente but came out 
liking Camejo,” Lopez said. “The 
candidates took their gloves off. I 
prefer that than everything being 
polished.” 

Swatt gave a live analysis after 
the debate for KCRA. He said that 
Tom McClintock and Peter Came- 
jo fared the best out of their partic- 
ipation in the debate. 

Swatt said he used the debate 
as a teaching technique for his stu- 
dents because he likes to use real life 
examples in the classroom. 

“There is no substitute for hands 
on experience like watching the de- 


’ bate and using it for an assignment,” 


Swatt said.

acramento State Univer- 

sity Transportation And 
Parking Services’s policy 
concerning lost, stolen and 
counterfeit parking permits 
does not do a student justice 
if his or her permit is stolen. 
UTAPS is clear that lost or 
stolen permits will not be re- 
placed. 

UTAPS keeps records of 
all permits reported missing. 
Their employees check the 
parking lots for violators. 
Currently, if these thieves 


are caught they are fined 
$113. Meanwhile, victims 
are left to pay $108 for a new 
semester permit and the cost 
of replacing a broken win- 
dow or fixing a damaged 
door lock. 

UTAPS should alter its 
policy to ensure thieves 
don’t pay less than victims. 

UTAPS should refer driv- 
ers possessing a stolen per- 
mit to police for prosecution, 
immediately. Cars with 
these permits ought to be 


towed and owners should be 
charged with larceny. 

Even if they can provide 
proof of receiving the per- 
mit from the actual perpe- 
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PERMIT LHIEVES 


trator of the robbery they 
should face charges for re- 
ceiving stolen property. 

Paying to get a car out of 
impound and possibly facing 
time in Sacramento County 
Jail ought to deter thieves 
and discourage other types 
of fraud like counterfeiting 
of permits. 

As a final protection, 
UTAPS and the administra- 
tion should consider expul- 
sion for this crime. If aca- 
demic dishonesty, like 


plagiarism, merits expulsion, 
a criminal act should carry a 
similar penalty. 

A more vigilant stance 
ought to allow UTAPS room 
to provide students who 
have had permits taken a re- 
placement permit at a lower 
cost and give students a bet- 
ter sense of security. 

Whether it’s a car stereo or 
a piece of plastic that hangs 
around your mirror, at $108 
a permit this valuable prop- 
erty should be protected.

Debate bickering helps Davis camp 


Imost none of these candi- 
dates are worth the two 
ents they kept interrupt- 


ing their opponents with, last 
Wednesday night here at Sacra- 
mento State. It was enough to make 
people want to vote against the re- 
call. 

As a “debate about debates” the 
governor’s recall “argument” 
should have damaged front-run- 
ning Republican Arnold 
Schwarzenegger. This free-for-all 
has not hurt his poll numbers and 
pundits making relentless compar- 
isons to Ronald Reagan give him an 
unearned. aura of credibility. 

Arianna Huffington, an Inde- 
pendent did herself no favors with 
relentless attacks on Schwarzeneg- 
ger. But, his cutting-off and talking 


- over Huffington confirmed for 


some what has been reported as his 
contempt for women. 

Lt. Gov. Cruz Bustamante, a 
Democrat, led all candidates in polls 
before the debate. He suffered from 
the opposite problem - disappearing 
into the background. He could have 
taken some coaching from Repub- 
lican Senator Tom McClintock on 
how to emphasize his all important 


- political credentials. Bustamante 


shone on only a couple of issues. 

The clear winner should be Pe- 
ter Camejo, a Green who avoided 
verbal combat and kept his com- 
ments on topic. But, it might be a 
stretch to think his performance 
will vault him into the ranks of 
front-runners. 

Mainstream media refuse to 
cover his campaign despite his 





grasp on the data governing the is- 
sues behind the recall and his pro- 
posed solutions to our budget crisis. 
His history as a successful asset 
manager for major mutual funds 
give his solutions a more exacting 
ring of practicality. 
»Camiejo’ cited personal and cor- 
porate California income tax rates 
from the Califomia Budget Project to 
back his position that the budget can 
be balanced by raising these rates on 
the wealthiest Californians to the 
same level as poorer taxpayers. 
Camejo shows candidates out- 
side the two party system deserve a 
place at the table and can compete 
with the major political parties. 
He most deserves the compari- 
son to Reagan, who raised corporate 
tax rates and income tax rates for the 
richest Californians as governor. 
Huffington took no time to es- 
tablish a foundation for off-topic 
attacks on Bush and Corporate 
America. She speaks words that 
warm the hearts of progressives 
everywhere, but is less focused, less 
polished, than Camejo. 
McClintock, the “inside the 
capitol outsider,” has cemented his 
position with hard-line, anti-tax 
conservatives. During the debate 
he tried to hurt Schwarzenegger by 
focusing on specifics and defined 


solutions. Schwarzenegger simply 
spewed empty platitudes about the 
economic and political climate and 
offered few clearly stated solutions. 

However, any esteem built 
among voters by McClintock on 
spending and tax issues will drop 
because of his short-sighted posi- 
tions on abortion and undocu- 
mented workers in California. 

Stan Statham, the moderator of 
the debate and president of the Cal- 
ifornia Broadcasters Association, 
asked a tough, impromptu follow- 
up question on funding health care 


for children-of.illegal immigrants. It. 


drew “ooh’s”*from the audience 


and forced candidates, especially 
McClintock, to articulate a posi- 
tion on the subject and possibly 
alienate the large Latino electorate. 
Bustamante gave his only mem- 
orable response, outlining the per- 
centages of illegal workers in es- 
sential industries. Seventy percent 
of farm workers, 30 percent of con- 
struction workers and 40 percent 
of people who work in the hotel 
and hospitality industry in Califor- 
nia work without documentation. 
Bustamante pledged to invest 
in higher education and provide ac- 
cess to all qualified students. He 
did not promise to roll back recent 
fee increases for college students. 
Ina press conference following 
the debate Schwarzenegger called 
the 40 percent fee hike for Califor- 
nia State University students in 
2003 “unfair” and suggested a cost 
of living adjustment. But, in an an- 
swer to a follow-up question said 
that he would not change the status 


of the fee increase. 

Senator McClintock promises 
to cut funding for education bu- 
reaucracy. He makes no promise 
to decrease student costs. 

Huffington and Camejo re- 
sponded with promises to roll back 
and refund fee increases immedi- 
ately, if elected. 

From a student’s point of view 
Camejo is the best choice. But, it 
seems that with all the blather and 
posturing Davis may stay in office.

the Big Sky last season, but on Sat- 
urday the Bengals fell to their knees, 
dove to the sidelines and at times 
were forced to watch helplessly as 
No. 21 lit them up for 274 total 
yards. 

“Just because I’m carrying the 
ball doesn’t mean I can’t hit any- 
body,” Gross said. “Tf he’s coming 
at me I’m going to hit him instead 
of him hitting me. Then I have a 
chance of getting away from that 
tackle.” 

Ironically Gross wasn’t given 
the opportunity to pound would- 
be tacklers in 2002. He was sitting 
on the bench with a sore ankle — 
watching from the sidelines for the 
first time since he was an 8-year-old 
playing defensive line for the South 
Stockton Vikings. 

“J told myself I don’t ever want 
to be in that position again,” Gross 
said “There is nothing wrong with 
it, but me personally, I don’t feel 
that I can help the team by being on 
the bench and not on the field.” 

This season Gross has four 
touchdowns — just one short of his 
2002 total. With a sub-par year last 
season it is understandable why 
Gross was surprised this summer to 
hear that The Sports Network had 
named him the best new running 
back in Div. 1— AA. 

“I was very honored and 
shocked,” Gross said. “Maybe they 
were out there watching me — the 
little bit I did last year maybe put a 
sparkle in someone’s eye. Now I 
just have to prove that what they 
said is right and become the best in 
the country.” 

Best in the country? First Gross 
has to become the best at Sac State. 

After Saturday’s game, the 


. same young man that used to direct 


choir productions in his church is 
now the fifth Hornet in school his- 
tory to rush for over 200 yards. The 
ninth best performance in school 
history shattered his old career-best 


performance of 151 rushing yards. 

All from a guy who started only 
one game last year. 

In the offseason Gross hit the 
gym and worked with new running 
backs coach Craig Young, all in an 
effort to avoid the bench. 

“He worked real hard,” Gross’ 
grandfather Al Gross said. “He has 
always been the guy where the tal- 
ent just took over — but he put on the 
pounds this season and got faster.” 

Coming out of high school in 
2001 — with titles such as San 
Joaquin Athletic Association Back 
of the Year, all-area MVP and sec- 
ond team all-state — Gross had only 
Fresno State and Sac State to 
choose from. 

In aconcerted effort to stay close 
to home and keep his grandmoth- 
er’s siren-cranking streak alive — 
Tyronne chose to become a Hornet. 

Gross’ parents and grandparents 
have attended every game since he 
was playing with the Vikings and at 
every game his grandmother has 
rigorously turned the crank on her 
blaring siren as Tyronne crossed 
into the endzone — until Saturday 
that is. The siren has been a constant 
at football games in the Gross fam- 
ily since his father and uncle played 
in high school. 

The NCAA outlaws all artifi- 
cial noisemakers, so in the fourth 
quarter when Gross broke free for 
a 45-yard touchdown his grand- 
mother had to settle for yelling in 
the grandstands — her hand was 
crank-free and a tradition was bro- 
ken.

Amey once again showed why he owns al- 
most all of the receiving records at Sac State, 
catching eight balls for a career-high 180 yards 
and two touchdowns. 

“T’m still thinking about the pass I dropped,” 
Amey said, downplaying a performance that 
also included making the first guy miss every 
time on his four punt returns for a total of 71 
yards. 

Bengal head coach Larry Lewis knew com- 
ing in to Sacramento that his team was in for a 
fight. 

‘Did we underestimate them, hell no,” Lewis 
said. “We knew the quality of this team at all the 
key positions, quarterback, wide-out and running 
back.” 

The first offensive drives for both teams set 
atone that would ring true throughout the game. 

On the opening possession Idaho State tried 
to establish a balanced attack with running back 
Isaac Mitchell and quarterback Roman Ybarra. 

However, five tackles from the Hornet sec- 
ondary, including three by cornerback Jeremy 
Johnson and two by safety Kevin Tennerson, 
forced the Bengals to punt after gaining only 
15 yards. 

Amey took the ensuing punt and returned it 
38 yards giving Sac State good field position. 

After Gross caught a 25-yard pass and ran for 
another six yards, Leadingham found freshman 
wide receiver Dustin Hagens in the end zone for 
the first touchdown catch of his career. 

A 31-yard touchdown pass to wide receiver 
Jason Girley, a 12-yard scoring strike to wide re- 
ceiver Kenan Smith, and an 8-yard throw to 
Amey made the score 26-0 with 6:14 left in the 
‘ second quarter. 

Matt Hetherington replaced Ybarra on the 
next set of downs; Ybarra left the game com- 
pleting only 7 of 16 passes for 54 yards. 

Hetherington wasted no time in getting down 
to business completing his first pass to wide re- 
ceiver Brett Fowler for 30 yards and handing the 
ball to Mitchell six plays later for the first Idaho 
State touchdown. 


“He came in and did a great job, he provid- 


ed a big spark,” Lewis said, praising his back-up 
quarterback. 

Blake Mori came in on the next Homet series, 
took a sack on his first play and-went three-and- 
out.

The sun starts setting real fast at around 7 p.m. 

It seems like it sets even faster when you're try- 
ing to film a movie. 

“Now, now, now! Go!” yells the director. 

He looks like some important player in the indus- 
try with his dark shades, khakis and crisp white

- shirt. 
And the way he barks out directions makes 
you think he’s got grand visions for this film. 
But he’s not some Hollywood mover and shak- 
er. He’s Sacramento State student Greg Stechman. 
Stechman is filming a wedding scene outdoors at 
a very expensive-looking house SNR Fol- 
som Lake in El Dorado Hills. 


His film is “Michael & Claire: A Portrait of fLove 


and Dreams,” a complex comedy that’s been film- 
ing since July 18. He has a cast and crew of 30 and 
a budget of $200,000 all coming together for his 
directorial debut. 
Butit’s the last day of filming and these shots have 
to get done now — Stechman’s can’t let the sun set 
without wrapping this film.

He’s spouting out directions with ur- 
gency - yelling at someone to put a bow on 
the dog and instructing the lead actress to 
descend the staircase before the “magic 
hour” lighting is gone. He orders the ex- 
tras in the altar scene to loose their beer 
cans, citing “something needs to be sa- 
cred in this movie.” He dictates parame- 
ters for a scene, saying they’re only doing 
two takes and then moving on. 

Even though he said he’s nervous hav- 
ing all the people around, he’s acting every 
bit the maestro of today’s shoot. 

The crew scurries around the “set,” a 
backyard patio fire pit, in preparation for 
the scene. They hold up a screen to bounce 
the orange sunlight onto the actors’ faces. 

The marker snaps for take one and the 
surrounding chatter dulls - absolute quiet 
isn’t necessary because the actors mouth their 
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lines silent- 
ly. Dialog will a 
dubbed in later. 

Tn the next scene, the wed- 
ding, the director of photography pans along 
with the actress as she walks up to the altar. The ex- 
tras and guests who have gathered for the wrap par- 


.ty scatter and duck to.avoid being in the shot. 


Earlier at the wrap party toast, Stechman said 
seeing everyone come together on the last day of 
filming was a culminating experience, a little differ- 
ent from the one he thought he’d have. 

“J had no clue I would make this film,” he said to 
the crowd. 

Originally, he was just the writer. 

Stechman was injured with two herniated discs 
in his neck in December 2002 and spent a lot of 
time lying around. He watched films by Paul Thomas 
Anderson (“Punch-Drunk Love”) and Wes Ander- 
son (“The Royal Tenenbaums’’) and got ideas for ro- 
mantic stories that are a little offbeat. 

What he wrote in that time was “Michael & 
Claire,” what might be termed a romantic comedy. 

“It’s pretty easy to pitch it that way but it’s not. It’s 
a very dark and pessimistic movie,” Stechman said. 

For instance the character Michael never says 
he’s in love in the film. Michael also works in the fan- 
tasy-driven pornography industry as a film editor, a 
character trait which some people have taken of- 
fense to. 

But Stechman claims that details like these add 
to the overall theme of love entangled with fantasy 
in the film’s heightened surreal atmosphere. 


“None of the characters in the film you would find 
in real life,” he said. In more realistically portrayed

Lindsay Eskildsen is covergirl of American Cheerleader

Sacramento State cheerleader Lindsay 
Eskildsen is gracing the cover of the cur- 
rent issue of American Cheerleader while 

- leading the Hornet cheerleading squad to 
unprecedented heights. 

It is the pinnacle of what has been a 
thrilling yet demanding cheering career. 

“Tt was very exciting,” Eskildsen said 
of the honor. “I just felt really proud to 
represent Sac State.” 

At the College Cheerleading and Dance 
Team National Championships in January, 
Eskildsen, a 22-year-old communications 
major with a minor in marketing, helped 
lead the Sac State squad to a second place 
Division I finish, their best ever. 

This performance followed top five

Jack Black, one of the most pop- 
ular comedic actors of the new mil- 
lennium, used to dream about sell- 
ing out amphitheatres, not movie 
houses. 

After a failed attempt at rock 
stardom, Black, along with friend 
Kyle Gass, decided to turn the tables 
and have some fun by writing songs 
that parodied the whole idea of rock 
and roll. 

The resulting band, Tenacious 
D, was an instant hit with college 
students.

We 
played at a party and people were 
talking so loud we couldn’t hear 
each other play and uh ... that was 
devastating. It wasn’t till years lat- 
er when I figured out I had to make 
fun of rock, while loving the rock. 
It was the only way to succeed for 
me. 


Q: Do you think your character 
in the movie is a manifestation of 
that part of your life? 

A: Definitely, yeah. It’s like the 
alternate universe me. 


Q: What do you think your 
biggest break was? 

A: Obviously, the one that got 
my foot fully wedged in the enter- 
tainment door was “High Fideli- 


ty.” 


Q: What do you think about the 
California recall? 

A: It’s retarded. Anyone but 
Shwartzy. Don’t let Shwartzy take 
over. 


Q: Who’s your favorite guitarist 
of all time? 

A: I’m probably gonna go with 
Angus Young. And he wasn’t the 
fastest, and he wasn’t the most cre- 
ative.

characters you would see balance, but these 
characters are melodramatic, Stechman 
said. 

And with narcoleptic virgins, overbear- 
ing older sisters, sensitive porn directors 
and alligator print G-string wearing porn 
stars, the mood is quite exaggerated. 

Stechman thought bringing these char- 
acters to life in the script was his only.role 
on the film. 

He never thought he’d be the one di- 
recting this movie, especially while still in 
college (he graduates this winter). 

The original time frame would have 
had production start now, with Stechman 
just doing script re-writes. But when the 
original director backed out of the picture, 
the producer decided to move up produc- 
tion. He also convinced Stechman that he 
should direct it. The producer thought Stech- 
man should have a film under his belt be- 
fore he graduates to get his name out there 
in the business. A 

Then the producer quit. But the film- 
makers kept the new production schedule. 
Stechman is much happier having it over 
with now rather than knowing it’s waiting 
to be done, he said.

This is his first screenplay of the 12 he’s 
written that has been filmed. 

The film has $200,000 budget financed 
by his production company, Burning 
Grounds. The money came from mostly 
from the filmmakers and friends who are in- 
vestors. 

“It’s always hard to secure money espe- 
cially in this situation when it’s high risk,” 
Stechman said. 

When it came time to cast, he put out 
fliers at University of California, Davis, 
Sac State, B-street theatre and more tradi- 
tional casting ads in “The Hollywood Re- 
porter” and “Variety.” ’ 

A total of around 30 cast and crew mem- 
bers were set to start filming July 18. 

Lead actress Caroline Sharp found out 
about the role after finishing a production 
with the B Street Theatre, “Lobster Alice.” 

Originally from North Carolina, this is 
Sharp’s first feature film since moving to 
California a year ago. 

Sharp plays Claire, the narcoleptic vir- 
gin. 
“T did a lot of research because I know 
nothing about narcolepsy,” she said, adding 
that she went to the library to read about it. 
Sharp said she treats her character as a nor- 
mal person, unlike other comedies that 
would exploit the condition for humor. 

Filming has been “tedious and boring,” 
she says, because of waiting to set up shots. 
She’s sitting at the wrap party in a loose 
white gown wearing purple-tinted sun- 
glasses, waiting to start shooting today. 

The experience has been invaluable, 
she said, because she’s learned about pa- 
tience and how to work with people. 

“We’re all beginners at this so it’s not 
like any of us come experienced, we’re 
just feeling it out,” she said. 

She’s doing it to build her resume, to say 
she’s been in a feature film and to meet peo- 
ple in field.

off the project. They were replaced and the 
film kept rolling. 

The only paid person on cast is the com- 
poser Peter Senchuk, who is a union mem- 
ber who has worked as a professional in the 
industry. 

Stechman says that he’s a little sad to be 
in the post-production stage now. 

“Tt’s like building a house - I wanted to 
live there longer than I got to. I think the au- 
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dience will find that too. It was hard to end 
the film because I wanted to show more of 
the characters,” Stechman said. 

But now that the house is built, Stech- 
man’s next task is to sell it. He’s editing 
now for a release in April, when they plan 
on screening “Michael & Claire” at the 
Crest theatre. From there they’Il send it to 
film festivals in Sacramento, New Orleans, 
Chicago, Telluride and Sundance. 

“T didn’t write it for the audience, which 
is kind of self-serving. But I wrote it for my- 
self and critics,” he said. Once it builds 
word, it should find an audience, he said. 

His production company for the film, 
Burning Grounds Independent Media LTD, 
will play a big part in getting the film out to 
that audience. Stechman founded the com- 
pany with Anthony Alfano in 2000. It was 
licensed as a business early this summer. 

“With all of the films we will be making, 
Burning Grounds is the company. You need 
to have a company to make films,” said 
Alfano. “Anything we put in and write off 
will be going back to this company. It just

makes sense.” 

Alfano, a graduate of University of Cal- 
ifornia, San Diego, with a degree in business 
economics, helped finance the film and 
covered legal issues by writing contracts for 
the cast and crew. 

“Tt’s been a great experience. It’s been 
more of a learning experience. We say on 
the next film we’ll do everything different 
because we’ ve learned,” Alfano said. 

One thing he’ll change, he said, is to 
set up specific days for filming so people 
who commit to work on the film must also 
commit to those days. 

This is Burning Ground’s second film 
production, having produced “‘Transpose,” 
a short film shot in Sacramento this last 
spring. They have also shot promotional 
reels for novelist Steve Alten, author of 
“Meg: A novel of deep terror.” . 

In fact, Stechman and Burning Grounds 
have projects lined up for the next couple 
years. “That’s the way it works in the indus- 
try. You find people you work well with 
and you stick with those people.”
